Clause A. It shall not be lawful for any Board of Guardians 
in Leland to provide Coffins and Shrouds for the Interment of 
any Person or Persons under this Act, unless a Certificate shall 
have been previously lodged with the Clerk of the said Union, 
signed by the Believing Officer of the Union, or of that District 
of the Union in which the Electoral Division is situated in which 
the deceased Person was living at the Time of his Death, and by 
the elected Guardian or One of the elected Guardians of the same, 
or by the said Believing Officer and an ex officio Guardian of the 
Union residing within the District, stating that in their Opinion 
the Relatives of the deceased Person are unable to provide Means 
for the Interment of such Person, or that they cannot be found, 
and that it is fit that the Expense of such Coffin and Shroud shall 
be paid out of the Poor Bate.
